Mrs. Leontsinis, Who Saw 
Husband Fatally Shot in a 
Restaurant by Crank Who 

“Sought to Remove Spell by 
Tragedy, Attempts Thrice 
to Kill Herself. 


FORK IN BUTTER WAS 
HIS SIGNAL TO KILL 


Tailor Also Shot Waitress, 
but She Will Recover—He 
Had Planned to, Kill His 


Fellow Employes, He Says 


—Declares He Isn’t Sorry. 


After suffering six months of 
homesickness for her beloved Greece, 
Mrs. Emanuel Leontsinis, a _ bride, 


_ who felt herself an exile in America, 


stood beside her husband as he was 
murdered and in frantic grief at- 
tempted three times to take her own 
life Tuesday night by throwing her- 
self from a second-story window at 
her home, 1409A Market street. She 
Was restrained with difficulty by 
friends. Because of her crazed con- 
dition she has not been told that her 
husband is dead. 

Leontsinis went to Greece last 
geummer and married his childhood 
eweetheart. She often implored him 
her friends say, to leave the United 
States and take her back to Greece 
. When John B. Condon, 45 years old, 
and wearing the air of a prosperous 
business man, entered Leontsinis’ res- 
taurant, 1206 Olive street, at 5:40 p. 
m. Tuesday, no: one could have 
Buessed that. he was debating with 
himself whether he should kill cer- 
tain of his fellow employes at the 
Marx & Haas Clothing Co., or mur- 
der Leontsinis and the waitress who 
had served him three times a day 
for 10 months. 

Accident Turns Scale. 

_An accident turned the scale. The 
waitress, Ethel Champ, after taking 
his order, inadvertently 
fork in the customers’ butter dish. 

This seeméd to him one of the 
signs of a hoodoo which he had im- 
asined for months was being woven 
about him by the girl and Leontsinis. 
Condon sprang to his feet and drew 
a revolver. 

Leontsinis, a few paces away, was 
holding a coat which his wife was put- 
Condon arose, leaned across 
his table and fired a bullet into the 
man’s temple. He fell, dying, at his 
bride's feet. She turned upon the mur- 
derer, sprang between him and her hus- 
band’s body and screamed in Greek: 

“Kill me, too!”’ 

A few minutes later she was found 
yaving in the street, her long black hair 
falling over her shoulders. It required

customers fell under tables or rushed 
for the doors. Near the Olive street 
entrance of the Merchants’ Hotel, which 
adjoins the restaurant, Condon over- 
took her and shot her in the back of 
the neck. She will recover, physicians 
at the city hospital said Wednesday. 

Condon walked back coolly through 
the restaurant, stepped over his victim 
and stood at the cashier’s desk with 
several coins in his hand, as if to pay 
his bill. There a policeman found him, 
chewing a*toothpick and holding a glass 
of water. He- surrendered quietity. 

Leontsinis died on the way to the city 
hospital. Condon was placed in a cell 
in the observation ward of the hospital, 
where he was raving Wednesday and 
reproaching himself with the text, 
‘Vengeance is mine, saith the Lord.’’ 

Condon had walked for miles Monday 
afternoon and Tuesday morning and 
had taken a Turkish bath. He bought 
a revolver at a pawnshop near Jeffer- 
son avenue and 12 cartridges in a Mar- 
ket street shop. 


Had Planned Murder 
“Tf I had not killed Capatetile and 


the girl,’’ Condon told the police, “1 
meant to kill some of my fellow em- 
ployes at the factory. They knew too 
much about my business, and could read 
my mind 100 miles away. 

“TI was sitting in the restaurant trying 
to decide which I should kill. The wait- 
ress began making hypnotic passes over 
ine table, and dropped a fork in my 
butter. I regarded that as t ep to 
kjll her.’’ ‘ 

A half hour earlier Condon met AI- 
bert Kreper, an employe at the Marx 
& Haas shop and asked him whether all 
the workmen had gone. Kreper did not 
suspect the sinister meaning of the 
question, and answered that all had 
}gone home. On going to work at the 
factory a year ago Condon warned his 
companions to try no practical jokes on 
him, not to speak to him and not to eat 
in the same restaurant with him. 


Fred Haynes, manager of the Le- 
land Hotel, 1414 Market street, where 
Condon lived since last Thanksgiving 
day, says that his roomer arose at 4 
o'clock every morning and went to 
mass at St. John’s Catholic Church. 

In the evening, Hayes says, Condon 
always took a seat at the front win- 
dow of the hotel office, smoked a 
cigar and stared mooddily across the 
street at the flat occupied by Leont- 
sinis. The window is almost oppo- 
site the apartment and on a level 
with it. 

Tells of Tragedy. 
Post-Dispatch reporter, 
Condon would say only: 
for a man to take his 
own vengeance. He should leave that 
to God. His will be done. They tried 
to hypnotize me. I hated to kill them, 
but I had to do it.”’ 

Condon came to St. Louis from Jersey 
City, N. J.; a year ago, and says he 
has no relatives in the West. 

He is an amateur chemist, and fn his 
room were found several boxes of ca- 
tarrh medicines of his own concoction. 
The police say that they contained co- 
caine, and that they believe Condon 
took them in large quantities. 

He was rabidly in favor of prohi- 
bition, Kreper says, and was beside 
himself when the constitutional amend- 
ment failed last fall.

SEATTLE ELECTION 
QUSTS MAYOR GILL 


Victory of Reformers, Who 
Charged Farming Out of Vice, 
Credited to Them. 








DILLING IS THE CHOICE 





Suffragists, Who Won Ballot in 
November, Entered Vigorously 
Into Campaign. 


By Associated Press. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Feb. 8.—Hiram C. 
Gill, elected Mayor of Seattle a year 
ago, was ousted from office by the vot- 
ers in the recall election yesterday and 
George W. Dilling, Public Welfare 
League candidate, was chosen by a plu- 
rality of 6000 to serve as Mayor durins 
the remainder of the term for whica 


Mayor Cill had been elected. When 
Mayor Gill was elected a year ago he 
receivec “8,000 out of 35,000 votes cast, 
winning with a plurality of 3300. 

Eight months after he was elected 
the women of the State of Washington 
were enfranchised and to this fact is 
due the decisive, victory won by the 
recall advocates in yesterday's election. 

Of the 71,000 votes registered, 22,999 
were women, and a large majority of 
them, it is admitted, 
call of Mayor Gill. The voting was 
heavy in all parts of the city, but the 
notable increases were in the residence 
sections. The total was more than 60,- 
000. 

How His Troubles Began. 

Mayor-elect Dilling received 31,009, 
Mayor Gill 25,000 and Brown (Socialist) 
4500. Dilling will take office Saturday. 

It was alleged by the recall lead- 
ers that Gill and Chief of Police 
Wappenstein had. farmed out the 
vice privileges toa syndicate and had 
collected a large percentage of the 
receipts therefrom. 

Mayor Gill's troubles began the 
moment he announced that he would 
appoint Charles Wappenstein as Chief of 
Police. Wappenstein had been dismissed 
from the office of Chief of Detectives 
in Cincinnati and later had been dis- 
missed as Chief of Detectives of Seattle. 

Woman Suffrage Helped. 

He had also been involved in the 
scandal that led to the shooting of 
former Chief of Police Meredith in a 
street due] in this city.. Pressure 
was brought to bear upon the Mayor 
to remove Wappenstein and Wappen- 
stein later sought to resign. 

As soon as it was announced last 
November that the woman suffrage 
amendment to the constitution had 
been adopted, the movement to recall 
Mayor Gill, under a provision of the 
city charter, took active form, and 
the women entered vigorously into 
the campaign. 





Woman’s Saffrage Killed in Montana. 

HELENA, Mont., Feb. 8.—The House 
yesterday killed the woman’s suffrage 
bill by refusing to reconsider the vote 
by which It failed of a two-thirds ma- 


jority. 





Kansas House Passes Suffrage Bill. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 8.—By a vote of 
94 to’ 28 the House last night adopted 
@ resolution submitting a constitutional 
amendment for women suffrage to a 
popular vote at the next general elec- 
tion.

I Am Initiated Into Baseball. 

At the time when I was a school lad 
I knew hothing at all about baseball. 

As schoqlboys we knew “ant’ny over” 
and ‘‘sock”’ ball, both very elementary. 
The real game was in its infancy and 
had ‘not yet reached Marshalltown. Aft- 


er while rumors of a new game of ball 
that was making quite a stir in the 


eastern part of the country began to find 
their way into our remote neighbor- 
hood, but we didn’t stop playing ‘‘sock’’ 
ball long enough to pay much atten- 
tion to them. 

But when a colony of New York 
State families moved to Marshalltown, 
their half-grown boys soon inoculated 
the community with the germs of what 
was to become fhe great national game. 
The inoculation took strongest in the 
Anson family. My father, my brother, 
Sturgis, and myself soon became adept 
at the game, and we played at every 
possible opportunity. The sport was 
very crude then, but it was vastly abceve 
anything we had ever previously seen. 

When my brother and I were sent 
to Notre Dame University, we found 
that the game was arousing great inter- 
est there, and both my brother and my- 
self won places on the college nine. 

The Plot Thickens, 

When we returned to Marshalltown, 
after the school year, we found the 
town in a fever of excitement over 
baseball, with my father as the chief 
agitator. He had laid the foundation of 
a Marshalltown nine, and when I sur- 
reptitiously chopped down half the trees 
in the town common, which he had do- 
nated for park uses, in order to make 
room for a baseball grounds, he pro- 
tected me from such irate citizens as 
took me for a vandal instead of a pub- 
lic benefactor. He concurred that a 


baseball grounds was of vastly more,

Several Heads Will Fall Before 
Team Starts on Training 
Trip. 





ONLY “21. DAYS MORE 


Three Weeks From Tonight Lo- 
cal Americans Start for 
‘Hot Springs. 


Three weeks from tonight, Manager 
Rhody Wallace and his squad of brown- 
hosed players will board a Pullman at 
Union Station for Hot Springs, Ark., 
where the team will prepare for the 1911 
American Léague campaign. 

In the meantime, however, Wallace 
will busy himself in picking out the 
players whose heads must fall before the 
Southern training junket begins. He 
started last week by zinging four men. 
Outfielder Northen was chased to the 
Cincinnati club, while Pitcher Malloy 
and Infielder Corriden landed with Pitts- 
burg. Pitcher Boyd was deemed not 
ready and returned to the Ottumwa club 
from which he came. 

Manager Wallace, accompanied by 
President Hedges, will leave for Chi- 
cago next Monday evening to attend the 
American League meeting there. They 
hope to arrange several trades whereby 
the Browns will obtain a first and third 
baseman and an outfielder. 

Many Heads to Fall, 

There will also be a big group of 
minor league magnates in the Windy 
City, at the same time that the big 
leagues congregate, and it is likely that 
several players now on the Browns’ 
roster will tumble. Some of the re- 
cruits now on Manager Wallace's list 
Will be turned back without trial. It 
is also probable that a veteran or two 
will feel the sting. 

Hedges and Wallace have decided that 
the Browns are to be rebuilt. They want 
good young players and if they can get 
along without some of the old timers— 
a few of whom have outlived their use- 
fulness in St. Louis—the ax will fall 
and fall hard. ' 

President Hedges says he hopes to an- 
nounce the purchase of a new player 
within a day or two. He refuses to 
divulge his name, but hints that al- 
though the newcomer has never been in 
fast company, he is almost. bound to 
stick, provided Hedges is lucky enough 
to land him. 

Hedges in Game to Stick. 

Although it is probable that a syn.J- 
cate of wealthy Chicago men is willing 
to purchase the Browns, there seems lit- 
tle chance of the club changing hands.

EL PASO, Tex., Feb. 8.—Pascual 
Orozco and his revolutionists still oc- 
cupied their position across the river 
from the smelter, thre¢@ miles west of 
here this morning. The junta on this 
side is experiencing little difficulty 
in sending provisions to him. 

About Juarez it was rumored that 
the Federals might make an attack 
on him today, but thés story could 
not be confirmed officially. Gen. 
Blanco, with 300 insurrectos whose 
cqgming Orozco*‘awaits, had not ap- 
peared, nor had the detachment re- 
ported on its-way from Ojinaga. 

Mexican Central ‘officials today 
stated that the line will be repaired 
tc Racheria, 60 miles south of here 
by tomorrow and that trains can be 
run to Chihuahua within five days. 

Information reached here this morn- 
ing of the resignation of Guillermo 
Poras as Secretary of State of Chihua- 
hua, Mexico, and the appointment of 
Guillermo Urrutia as his successor. 

Private advices from Chihuahua state 
that Gen. Luis Terrasas, the cattle king 
of Chihuahua, and his son, Alberto Ter- 
rasas, who until last week was Gover- 
nor of the State of Chihuahua, have 
left with their families in a special car 
for the City of Mexico. 

Mail advices from Parral, in the State 
of Chihuahua, tell of a fight between 
Federals and insurrectors at Ojita in 
that district and the killing by Federals 
of Pedro T. Gomez, aid to Guillermo 
Baca, rebel leader of that region.. Go- 
mez and Baca were leaders of the band 
which captured_Parral on the opening 
day of the revolt last November.

MEXICO LIKELY TO- 
OBJECT TO FLIGHTS 








Proposed Aviation Meet at El 
Paso Expected to Caase 
Complications. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Possibly it 


was with an apprehension of what is 
just coming to pass on the Texas bor- 
der that Senor de la Barra, the Mexi- 
can Ambassador, some time ago pro- 
posed to Secretary Knox the negotia- 
tion of a treaty to regulate the flight 
of aeroplanes between the United States 
and Mexico. Secretary Knox was willing 
to entertain the proposition and as a re- 
sult a treaty has been drafted which 
has received the approval of the Mex- 
ican Government and is now before the 
State Department for its action. 

The ostensible purpose of the Mexican 
Government: was to prevent smuggling 
which could be carried on in the case 
of small and exceedingly valuable com- 
modities, such as jewels, laces, opium 
and the like, almost with impunity and 
with great profit, by aeroplanes, in the 
absence of regulations. ‘ But another 
very important use of the aeroplane 
was evidently in mind, and that was its 
possible employment by revolutionists 
in conveying information of the move- 
ments of Government troops endeavor- 
ing to capture rebel forces. 

Mexico would not object to the em- 
ployment of aeroplanes by the United 
States army, as proposed, but would 
probably not like the appearance on the 
border of a number of aeroplanes, such 
as would be drawn to the proposed ex- 
hibition at El Paso, if the machines are 
fo operate over Mexican territory with- 
out responsibility to the military au- 
thorities. Therefore, it is probable that 
a protest will be made by the Mexican 
Government against any such unregu- 
lated flights.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Feb. 8.—The de- 
tachment: of 200 Federals from En- 
senada, commanded by Gov. Vega of 
Lower California, is hemmed in on 
three sides in La Junta Valley, by a 
force of insurgents, estimated at 500.

THE GAME LAWS. 

One of the Post-Dispatch’s family of letter 
writers calls attention to the investigation of 
State Game Warden Tolerton’s accounts and ven- 
tures the opinion that it is part of the campaign 
of the commercial game dealers to have the 
State game laws repealed or nullified. 

At the end of a long period of effort Missouri 
has secured a good game law and a good sys- 
tém of enforcing it. No doubt it is violated fre- 
quently. -All game laws are. But it is effective 
to prevent the handling of game animals and 
game birds as a commercial product and stay 
the ruthless hands of dynamite fishermen. No 
less stringent law is thinkable and if there is an 
intention to make the work of the Game Ward- 
en’s Department ridiculous by investigation, the 
purpose should be exposed. 

In connection with the allegation it is to be 
noted that the bill to nullify the game laws is 
already before the House, It is House Bill No. 
518, introduced by Mr. Farris. It provides for th» 
abolition of the Game Warden and makes sher- 
iffs, deputy sheriffs and constables “ex-officio dep- 
uty game comfhissioners to enforce the provisions 
of the game and fish laws of the State.” 
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In his spéech at Springfield, Mass., Cham» 
Clark showed how the world is growing better, 
giving facts and figures to prove his contention.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Mr. Davis Corrects an Error. . 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Will you not be kind enough to correct an error 
in your editorial of last evening entitled “Employ- 
ers’ Liability Act?” You say that I have “ven- 
tured the opinion that Gov. Hadley’s view is that 
10 years will not be too long a time to spend in 
investigating” the question of an employers’ lla- 
bility act. I have never made such a statement 
and your informant apparently misunderstood 
what was said by me. 

In order that there may be no misunderstand- 
ing on your part or on the part of your readers, 
I will appreciate your publishing this communica- 
tion, which will explain itself. 





The commission appointed by Gov. Hadley last }- 


November was urged by him to investigate ques- 
tions relating to employers’ Jiability and work- 
men’s compensation for the pufpose, if possible, of 
recommending remedial legislation to be enacted 
at the present session of the General Assembly. 
The commission collected and considered such 
facts as were advisable and, after a meeting con- 
tinuing for two days, almost unanimously agreed 
that no satisfactory plan could be submitted to 
the Legislature at its present session. A report 
was made to Gov. Hadley stating the conclusions 
of the commission and recommending the creation 
of a legislative commission, which should serve 
without pay and to which should be granted suf- 
ficient time, means and power to investigate thor- 
oughly the questions involved and report in writ- 
ing to the Governor in October, 1912. Gov. Hadley 
had expressed the hope that a recommendation for 
Specific legislation could be made this year, but 
apparently he has realized the necessity for fur- 
ther investigation and education, for, in his mes- 
sage to the General Assembly, he recommended 
the creation of a legislative commission to un- 
dertake this important task. 

There is a very marked difference between an 
“employers’ liability law’ and a “workmen's com- 
pensation law” which your editorial writer has ap- 
parently overlooked. Liability laws are based on 
the fault or negligence of employers Such laws 
merely extend the present system and scope of the 
laws relating to employers and employes. Compen- 
sation laws, on the other hand, are entirely dif- 
ferent in principle and in effect charge the dam- 
age due to personal injury or to loss of life to 
the cost of production and make the business bear 
that loss. 

Nearly everyone familiar with the question is 
dissatisfied with the present system which is based 
on fault or negligence and which has bred uncer- 
tainty and litigation, but many conflicting views 
are held respecting what should be done. Some fa- 
vor the German system of insurance by a fund 
created from premiums paid by employers and em- 
ployes; others advocate the English system of 
workmen's compensation, which makes the busi- 
ness bear the risk. Several state commissions 
have been working for the last two years trying 
to propose legislation which will be suitable for 
our American conditions. The National Civic Fed- 
eration is actively engaged in similar work. A 
movement is also being made for uniform laws 
among the several states. In view of the great 
social and economic importance of the question, it 
has been deemed wise everywhere to make a care- 
ful investigation before attempting to remedy a 
condition which everyone concedes to be unsat- 
isfactory. 

My own views (and when I spoke before the 
Citizens’ Industrial Association, I prefaced what 
I said by emphasizing the fact that I was speaking 
only for myself and not for the commission) are 
that it ig unwise and impossible to enact laws 
governing this extremely difficult subject at the 
present session of the Legislature. I did say that 
I thought Gov. Hadley had come to the same con- 
clusion, judging from thé “act that he had rec- 
ommended the creation of a legislative commis- 
sion to do the work which the commission ap- 
pointed by him was unable to do because of lack 
of time and of necessary means, 

Your informant must have misunderstood what 
I said about spending 10 years in investigation. In 
the first place, I did not make any such statement. 
What I said was that I was satisfied that a ques- 
tion of such far-reaching importance and about 
which there are so many divergent views, would 
not be finally settled in a satisfactory manner in 
five or even ten years. I did not presume to “ven- 
ture the opinion that Gov. Hadley’s. view is that 
10 years will not be too long a time to spend in in- 
vestigating.” In fact, I am certain that some law 
can be drawn within two years which will bea de- 
cided step in advance and tend to remedy that 
which I, like your editorial writer, feel is a condi- 
tion of social and economic injustice. 

I have written thus at length because I know 
your interest in aiding any progressive remedial 
legislation, and because I am sure that you are 
ready to correct any impression your editorial 
may have given that either Gov, Hadley or the 
members of the commission appointed by him are 
in favor of dilatory methods in attacking the 
abuses of our present laws relating to employers’

It had ‘a soft carpet, 
paintings, bright nickeled lamps, separate desks, pages, individual inks, 
ventilating blowers and a hot-air furnace. Some of these were positive 
luxuries for their time and place, and the cosmopolitan atmosphere of 
the whole was something that many of the delegates had never exper- 
fenced before in their lives.

Black and white check louisine combined with plain 
black as illustrated, the dress is made over messaline, 


ASKED 10 VACATE 
BALLOT BOX ORDER 


Attorneys Declare Tribunal Has 
No Power to Decide Election 
Contests. | 
CONSTITUTION IS CITED 
Act of Legislature Empowering 


Justices Is Said to Have 
Been Found Invalid. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8.—Attor- 


neys for William Seibel, Clerk of the 
County Court of St. Louis County, to- 
day filed in the Supreme Court a mo- 


tion, asking it to vacate its order to 
open the ballot boxes in the State con- 
tests in St. Louis County, on “the 
ground that it is without jurisdiction 
to hear and determine election con- 
tests. 

This motion is. based upon a decision 
of the Missouri Supreme Court in 
the case of Vail vs. Dinning, reported 
in the Forty-fourth Missouri Reports, 
which subsequently was approved in 
the case of the State vs. Flentge, 49 
Missouri, 488, and State vs. Dyer, 129, 
Ss W. Missouri, 229; Missouri, 231. 

“In the case of Vail vs. Dinning,”’ 
Seibel’s attorneys contend, ‘the Su- 
preme Court decided that a statute con- 
ferring upon it jurisdiction to determine 
election contests for the office of Cir- 
cuit Judge was unconstitutional, and 
that it was not within the power of 
the Legislature under the State Con- 
stitution of 1865 to confer upon it jur- 
isdiction to hear and Cetetmaps any con- 
tested election cases.’ 


1875 Constitution Simflar. ‘ 
It is said that the Constitution adopt- 


ed in 1875 is similar in this respect 
and Seibel’s attorneys contend that it 
confers no authority upon the Supreme 
Court to take up the election contests, 

Attorney’ Mills of St. Louis County 
filed the motion and accompanied it 
with suggestions. 

A comparison is made of the language 
of the Constitution of 1865 and 1875, and 
it is contended that if the Supreme 
Court was right in the cases cited, in 
which it held it was without jurisdic- 
tion in election contests and that the 
Legislature could not confer upon it 
jurisdiction, the Democratic State con- 
tests must be dismissed. 

The contention of £elbel’s attorneys is 
hinged upon section 2 and 3 of article 6 
of the Constitution of 187, which are 
substantially identical with the same
